Notations 
should appear in text for proper table and fig- 
ure placement. Supply charts and graphs as 
camera-ready copy (a clean, crisp photocopy is 
acceptable) or as computer files. Please write 
in data points on a printout of the file. The 
figures may be recreated to match the jour- 
nal’s style. 

Submit disk files in either Microsoft 
Word or WordPerfect format. Use a minimal 
amount of formatting in disk files. Do not 
use right-justified margins, tabs, indents, or 
centering. Insert two hard returns between 
paragraphs. Label the disk with the first 
author’s name and all file names.
